It is nothing but an or- 
dinary linen table-cloth, bearing at ono 
one end, sewed on, a steel cugravin. 
"Notre J)ame do Lourdes," with cou- 
siderablo hoty writing on the back of 
it. r.encath it is written the full pedi- 
gree of thr Hiol lannly down to Louis, 
who paid tho penalty of his half-breed 
rebellion iu Canada by being hanged. 
The Hag was blessed, and for several 
days, while iloating from his council 
chamber, was not fired upon by the 
British, they thinking itallag of truce. 
Lieutenant Howard, who was doing 
such elleetive service wilh the Gntling 
gun, finally captured it in thu trenches 
and brouolit it home. It is now in

to liiisshui popular music, is eminently 
Jilted for it' purpose, and has, like the 
Austrian national air, been frequently 
used as a h^mn-liine. In his "Mem- 
oirs," General Lwoll' thus relates the 
history ot its eomiiositioir 


"In 
INU3, I 
a< eompimied the Eni- 


jieror Nicholas to Prussia aud Austria. 
On our reluni to Kussia, I was in- 
formed by Count de lienkendoilV that 
our soveieign, icgrelling IhalweHus- 
sians had no national hymn, requested 
me to t i y nnd vvrile such a composi- 
lion. 
The problem .struck me as ex-' 


Iremely dillirnlt. and serious. Kecol- 
lecling the imposing British hymn, 
'God s'ue the King:' the French liyum, 
so J t i l l ot originalily, and the Austrian 
hymn, with its touching music, I felt 
and comprehended (ho necessity of 
producing something vigorous, grand, 
moving anil national, lit to be heard in 
,i church, in the ranks of the army or 
m (he midst ot a popular gathering, 
and w i t h i n the reach of every one, 
f i o m t h e scholar lo the person ol no 
educational a l l . One evening, on re- 
turning homo very Lite, I composed 
and wrote down the melody of the 
h^ mn. The next d ly 1 called on Jou- 
\osky lo ask him for tin; words; but he 
w.is nol 
,t musician and could not 


adiipl them lo the linale in the minor 
kej ill l l i r Ill's), cadence of the melody. 
I infotmed Bongcndoru" that lie hymn 
was ready. The emperor said he would 
hear it, nnd on the i'id of November, 
]S."),'i, eaiTit 'o the chapel of the imperi- 
al choristcis. I had summoned tho 
whole body of the latter, and backed 
them up with two full bands. 
The 


Ktnporor had the hymn repeated sever- 
al times, then sung without accompani- 
ment, and then performed by all tho 
executants combined. He said to me 
in French, 'It is superb!' and then and 
there orden d the Minister of War u> 
have the hymn adopted for the wholo 
army. The decree was promulgated 
on the 4th of December, and the iijmn 
was heard publicly for the iirsttime on 
tho lUli of December, 1833, at Mos- 
cow." 


The Emperor presented the composer 


with a gold snutl-box set with dia- 
monds, a.s a testimony of bis satisfac- 
tion, and ordered that the words, "God 
protect the Czar," should be intro- 
duced in the armorial bearings of the 
LwotY famih . Lwoll' died in 1870 hav- 
ing suffered for many years from a very 
distressing alllietion of his organs of 
bearing.—C'nsscll's Family Magazine.

Captain Liuvtou hud also 
distinguished himself as a gallant cflicer, 
and his pursuit of the hostile* under ad- 
verse conditions and hardships was com- 
mendable.

Toxus Fever Victims. 


It is now known that a dozen native 


cattle have died in Deoatur from Texas 
fever, the disease being traceable to the 
presence of Cherokee cattle bought in 
the St. hLouia market by John Blenz, 
some of which were placed in the Gulp 
mature, aud others getting out of the 
Peddeoord field near the water works, 
aud breaking into the Price pasture east 
of the county bridge road, where there 
were native cattle. The imported cattle 
were unloaded and driven to the water 
works pasture, but it is not believed that 
'here will be any danger from infection 
along the trail, aa tha two recent heavy 
rains must have washed away all the 
virus. There are now no imported cattle 
n either of the pastures named, but both 
pastures will be unlit for use until after 
sufficient frost comes to kill the virus, 
Parties bringing any more infected cattle 
to Deoatur can be prosecuted under the 
aw. Below is a full list of all cattle 
that have died of the fever, having 
caught it in the pastures named:

The Shameful U0e ot Lime and Alum iu 


Cheap Bultiiif; Powders, 


Many food frauds, such as chicory oof- 


ee or watered milk, although they are a 
windle in a commercial sense, are often 
olerated because they do not particularly 
affect the health of the consumer; but 
when an article ot baking powder, that 
enters largely into the food of every fam- 
ly, and is relied upon for the healthful 
reparation of almost every meal, ia so 


made BB to carry highly injurious, if not 
ankly poisonous, elements into the bread 
o the imminent danger of the entire 
omrnumty, it is the duty of the press to 
lenounoe tne practice in the most em- 
phatic terms. 


Among recent important discoveries by 


he food analysts is that by Prof. Moft, 
he U. S. Government Chemist, ot large 
imounts of lime and alum in the cheap 
aking powders. 
These p.re, one the 


most dangerous, and the other the most 
useless, adulterants yet found in the low- 
grade, inferior baking powders. It is a 
tarthng fact that of over one hundred 
ilt'ereiit brands of baking powder so far 
inalyzed, comprising all those sold in 
his vicinity, not one of them, with the 
ingle exception of the Royal Baking 
'owder, was found tree from both lime 
ind alum. The chief service of lime is 
o add weight. It is true that lime, 
when subjected to 
heat, gives oil" a 


ertain amount of carbonic acid gas, 
jut a quick-lime is 
le't—a caustic 


o powerful that it is used by tun- 
,ers to

hair 
from hides 


>f animals, and in disnectmg rooms to 
more quickly rot the flesh from the bones 


f dead subjects. A small quantity of 
Iry lime upon the tongue, or in the eye, 
irodiioes painful effects ; how mnoii more 
erious must these effects be upon the 
lelioate membranes of the stomach, in- 
estmes and kidneys, more particularly of 
ufants »nd children, and especially when 
he lime is taken into the system day af- 
ar day, aud with almost every meal. 
This is said by physicians to be one of 
he chief causes of indigestion, dyspepsia, 
and those painful diseases of the kidneys 
low so prevalent. Instances of the most 
lerious allectious of the latter organs 
rom drinking lime waters found in some 
sections of the West are noted in every 
medical journal. 


Adulteration with lime is quite as much 


.o be dreaded aa with alum, which has 
heretofore received the most emphatic 
ondemnatioa from every food analyst, 
physician and chemist, for the reason 
hat, wbilo alum is probably partially dis- 
»olved and passed off in gaa by tbe heat 
of baking, it is impossible to destroy or 
hange the nature ot the lime in any de- 
gree, so that the entire amount in the 
)akmg powder passes, with all its injuri- 
ous properties, into the stomoch. When 
we state that the chemists have found 
iwelve per cent, or one-eighth of the en- 
tire weight of some samples of baking 
powder analyzed, to be lime, the wioked- 
neaa ot the adulteration will be fully ap- 
parent, 


Pure baking powders are one ot the 


chief aids to tbe cook in preparing per- 
'eot ond" wholesome food. While those 
are to be obtained of well-established 
reputation, like the Royal, of whose puri- 
;y there has never been and cannot be a 
question, it is proper to avoid all others.
